PORT ARTHUR. 

The latest London newspapers to hand con- 
tain most interesting accounts of the terribly 
dramatic finale of the Port Arthur Fleet. One 
by one the Russian Navy in the Far East has 
been knocked out of action by the methodical 
Japauese. ‘Taking as few risks as possible 
with their own precious aud nove too numerous 
© | battleships and cruisers, ‘l'ogo, _Kamimura 
and Uriu have slowly but thoroughly wrest- 
ed from Russia any pretension to’ sea-power. 
One by one, as occasion offered, after that first 
magnificent dash by the destroyer flotilla 
which found the Russians making merry or 
asleep while their country’s honor depended 
on watchful elliciency, the Russian ships have 
been ‘accounted for. ‘I'he “Varyag” and 
“Koreitz’” were extinguished together at Che- 
mulpo.. The “Kurik” was hammered out of 
existence in the Vladivostok cruisers’ action 


| with Kamimura Cunotator, the plucky little 


“Novik” was driven ashore soon afterwards, 
the “Petropavlovsk” was. -destroyed by a 
mine, no doubt by a designed and Japanese 
chain-mine, and the disastrous sortie of 
August accounted for more being put out 
of action, with the result that when the more 
disastrous return was made to the precarious 
shelter of Port Arthur harbour, only the battle- 
Ships ‘“Poltava,” “Peresviet,” “Pobieda,” “Se- 
vastopol, ” and ‘Retvisan,”’ with the cruiser 
“Bayan,” remained out of the fine fleet com- 
moanded by Admiral Stark when the war broke

_ success 203 Metre Hill, obviously ‘the key to 


ithe Russian defénce, more disasters have 
‘ followed. The ‘Poltava” has been sunk where 
she lay at anchor, the “Retvisan” is on 
‘her beam ends, it is reported that the 
“Peresviet’’ has gone down, the “Bayan” has 
run aground, while the ‘“Pobieda” and 


“Pallada” have received a. fearful and shatter.” 


| ing fire from the captured eminence which 


dominates the harbour, All is thus plainly 
finished for the Port Arthur remnant. At 


Vladivostok the naval situation is quite as 
desperate. The “Gromoboi’ and “Bogatry” 
are not fit to put to sea; even if neither of 
them has gone to pieces, and the “Rossia’’ is 
in no better case. The Japanese squadrons, 
in fact, refitted and repainted and’ probably 
little the worse for all the fighting, can now 
turn their undivided attention to the Baltic 
Armada when, or if, it comes, Only destruction 
ean lia hafore it Tn nrosaenta the farlarn 
hope seems the veriest . madness, and unless 
the ill-manned, ill-disciplined, and _hetero- 
geneous squadrons are recalled at once, it may 
be too late to save them from the fate that has 
overtaken their fellows and predecessors, — 
This destruction of the Port Arthur Fleet, 

as it lay at anchor within the shell-stricken 
harbour, has all the drama of tragedy. One 
must inevitably suppose that they have been 
thus ignobly and pitiably destroyed because 
they. were already, before. the Japanese had 
secured their position on 208 Metre Hill, 
incapable of steaming or fighting, Had a single’ 
ship been able to get out of the deadly harbour 
and run for death or glory firing even half her 
guns it is inconceivable that the desperate 
attempt should not have been made. It then 
becomes practically certain that the ships 
have been helplessly ‘and hopelessly shattered 
for some time. At the same time this does not. 
explain, nor is it possible ‘to understand, the 
absence of any previous attempt to break out 
by the Port Arthur Fleet. After the disastrous 


sortie, ill-managed ahd not pushed toits logical _ 4 


conclusion, these ships were certainly capabl 
of some sort of fight. Obviously the loss of one 


Japanese battleship would have been worth — 


their destruction, and why they made no at- 
tempt to do-some serious damage to their 
enemy before their careers as Kussian-iron- 

clads were finished is something difficult to 
understand. It looks: like a continuation of 
that incompetence and indecision which has re- 
duced Russia to an insignificant position 
amongst the Naval Powers of the world,and has 
ever, as military critics in Russia are candidly 
writing, lost her the war. Possibly — the 
Port Arthur ships were waiting for the 
magical Armada, which was blundering about 
in the North Sea and creeping out ut a snail's 
pace while every minute was worth its weight 
in gold. There would have been: something | 
stirring and melodramatic in that final and: 
turlorn sortie which we have been expecting 
any time these last three months. The deepest 
tragedy surrounds this desperate end with- 


out a blow struck in self-defence. - 
For ourselves there is a , moral to be drawn 


froth what has happened at Port Arthur. The 
prime importance of sea-power has never, since 
the day of ‘I'rafalgar, been so clearly denion- 
strated. We have only to turn to the frank 
pessimism of Russian military critics to learn 
how much has depended, does and will depen, 
on the command of the sea. It is already 
recognised that Russia cannot bring the war to 
a successful conclusion unless the arrival ofthe 
Baltic Fleet changes the whole aspect of the. 
naval situation. Failing that miracle it 1s 
beginning to be said that the war must come t0 
a swift and ignominious end, and that it is 3 
miracle rather to be prayed for, as Port Arthur 
once was prayed for, than reasonably — 
is as clearly recognised. Japan has won, - 
far, because her ships were ready and onaent 
Our ships are ready and efficient, too, and we 
need have, perhaps, no fear on that score, 
though the vitalimportance of anoverwhelming: 
ly powerful Navy for us is the one thing we 
can never afford to lose sight of,

TO STUDY AFRICAN RAILWAYS. 


An: expedition vill shortly - start tri 
Cairo under the leadership of M. Salesses, 
the ‘manager of the railways in French 
Guinea, who has been commissioned by the. 
Colonial authorities to study all the railway 
‘systems in Africa except those of Algeria, and’ 
those which Would take him too far afield, 
such as the Djibouti line.. His duty will be to 
“| examine at first-hand all the systems of other 
Powers in Africa, in order that he may profit 
by anything which he may think worthy. of 
imitation by the French colonial railways. M.

‘The Khedive 
grew alarmed at the way his personal authority 
was being undermined and he suddenly 
replaced Mahmoud Sami at the War Office by 
his own brother-in-law, Daoud Pasha, a 
Circassian, Another meeting followed and 
Arabi only consented to withdraw his troops 
if the Ministry were dismissed. Cherif Pasha, 
‘much against his will, consented to accept 
the presidency of this new administration, in 
which Mahmoud Sami resumed his old position 
, Of Minister of War. In vain did Cherif Pasha 
protest, in vain did he point out that Mahmoud 
Sami had deserted the national and liberal 
cause, in vain did he declare that no con- 
fidence could be placed in a man who was one 
day for, and the next against, constitutional 
institutions. It was all useless, for Mahmoud 
had bewitehed his military patrons, and his 
appointment was made a conditio sine qua non.

Sami Pasha was a well-known Arabic poet

{funeral on ‘I'uesday was of an imposing 
character, being attended by a large gathering 
of natives. 


FOREIGN LEGIONARILES. 


ESCAPE IN SUEZ CANAL. 


‘'welve men of that regiment of dare-devils, 
‘the Foreign Legion, have successfully deserted 
jin a peculiarly audacious way. ‘The Messaye- 

ries Maritimes steamer Cao Bany was passing 
‘the Suez Canal, outward bound, with troops 
‘for French Indo-China. Apparently a number 
of foreign legionaries on board had had 
enough of military service, for which, of course, 
all the men of the corps have volunteered, as 
| none are of French nationality, or else they 
‘had changed their minds regarding the attrac- 
tions of the Par East. Anyhow, ove afternoon 
seven of them jumped overboard. One was 
‘canght by the steamer’s screws and went under. 
{The six others, escaping sharks, swam safely 
ashore, where they proceeded to wave their 
' caps~derisively at the boat. ‘T'wo hours later 
six more foreign legionaries followed suit, two 
of them being recaptured and put in irons, 
‘while the four others successfully joined the 
six already on land. The next morning two 
more men of the corps jumped overboard, and 
escaped both pursuers and sharks. It is not 
known what has become of the twelve deserters 
who landed and were left behind.
